Gold was yesterday quoted in Wall street at a
fruction over 131. A month ago, or on the 27th
November, it was as high as 143, or (e
points higher than nt this time, Within tke
month its fall has been regular and very steady,
with but slight npward renctions now and then,
Its course In the future is a8 nncertain as ever.
Even during the prosent year—in fact, as re-
cently as April and May last—il was quoted as
low s 126; and so far as concerns the speclal
CAUFY shot it rapldly npward from thal
point in suceeeding monlhs—th+ heavy gold
export 10 Burope—it & o financial incident that
will certninly not be repeated in the future.

During the yvear now clo=ing, the fluctuations
in gold have been very grent, notwithstanding
the pueitic relations of the country, the healthy
sinie ol the tinances, the strength of the public
credit, the prosperous condition of the nuational
tudustries, and the general prosperity of the
population.
